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Edward, the Peacemaker, Succumbs to Pneumonia Following 
Bronchitis, After Illness of hut Ten Days — Empire 
Mourns the Loss of Its Sovereign — His 
Late Majesty's Illustrious Career 



LONDON, May 7. — King Edward VII., who recently returned to England from a vacation a few 
days ago in the best of health, died at n 145 o'clock last night, in the presence of his family, after an ' 
illness of less than a week, which was serious for hardly more than three days. 

The Prince of Wales succeeded to the crown immediately, according to the laws of the kingdom, 
without official ceremony. I lis first official act was to despatch to the Lord Mayor the announcement 
of his father's death, in pursuance of custom. His telegram read: ' ■ ■ 

"I am deeply grieved to inform you that my beloved lather, the King, passed away peacefully at ' 
11:45 tonight, "GEORGE." 

The physicians soon afterwards issued their official bulletin, which was as follows: < ■ . ;'. ■ 

"May 6th, 11 150 p. m. — His Majesty the King breathed his last at 11 :4s tonight in the presence , of, 
Her Majesty Queen Alexandra, the Prince and Princess of Wales, the Princess Royal, the Duchess of 
Fife, Princess Victoria, and Princess Louise, the Duchess of Argyle, • , 

"(Signed)- LAKIN, RE ID, POWELL, DAWSON." ' 



His M-ajestg's Illness Serious 
Since Wednesday 



No hope had been held .out through- 
out the day for the recovery of: Ills 
Alajesty, whose death, it Is believed, 
was due to pneumonia, following bron- 
chitis contracted shortly after his re- 
turn from Biarritz. Only a day or 
two ago the King was conducting the 
business of the state and giving audi- 
ences, but on Wednesday he was com- 
pelled to submit to the orders of hlsl 
physicians. Since then until today his 
decline was rapid. 

Throughout the empire the word 
was flashed, and today (lags are float- 
ing at half-mast the world over. Be- 
sides the social gloom which the 
King's death has cast over England,] 
several important and long planned

Suffered From Worry 

Pneumonia following bronchitis is 
believed to have been the cause of 
death, but the doctors thus fur have 
refused to make a statement. Some 
of the King's friends are convinced 
that worry over the critical political 
situation which confronted him, with 
sleepless nights, aggravated, if it did 
not cause, the fatal illness. Besides 
the nearest relatives in England, the 
Duke of Fife and the Archbishop ofE 
Canterbury were In the death cham- 
ber.

The fashionable restaurants were 
just emptying, and a few groups of 
late theatregoers wore making their 
way homeward, through the ru|n, while 
a small, crowd .still hung about the 
palace, when the streets were filled 
suddenly with newsboys crying "Death 
of the King." 

The papers wore quickly seized, and 
the people discussed the momentous 
event quietly and soon dispersed. Tho 
streets were deserted by 1 o'clock. 
Within a few minutes after the death 
or the King, the honlo office was tele- 
graphing the intelligence to the heads 
of- other ..governments' and tlte British! 
diplomats ' and. colonial officials 
throughout the world. 

All who knew the King expected that 
his death .would be nidden, and it 
would not have occasioned great sur- 
prlseJf It ha'd.occurred without warn- 
ing, tho result of heart trouble. Al- 
most to the end . he refused to take to 
his" bed, and was sitting up yesterday 
in a large chair, so the palace stories 
go, corroborating the description of 
him as an unruly patient which Dr. 
Ott gave to a Vienna interviewer last 
evening. 

His Last Utterance 

One of the last utterances attributed 
to King Edward was: "Well, it's all 
over, but 1 think 1 have done my 
duly." 

lie seemed then to have reached ufe 
full realization that Ills end was fast 
approaching. 

The queen and others of tho royal 
family and iour doctors had been eon- 
tuntly in the sick room' throughout 
the day. Several hours before his death 
the King was In a comatose condition, 
but lie fulled slightly betvven nine and 
ten o'clock, and then appeared tu have 
;nized his family. Then he lapsed 
into •' unconsciousness, which ended In 
his passing. 

When Dr. St. Clair Thompson, th3 
throat specialist, was called this morn- 
ing, it was expected that an operation 
would be necessary, but after a consul- 
tation.- it was decided that the lungs 
were the scat of the most serious 
symptom's.- Experts were held in 
readiness to administer an anaesthetic, 
but there was fear that the weakness 
of the king's heart might result in a 
fatal issue, ana an operation was set 
aside as a last resort. 

The body lies in the king's chamber 
in tho northwest wing of Buckingham 
Palace, which is brilliantly lighted, 
while the rest of tho great gloomy 
building, with tin; exception of Lord 
Knollys' office, is entirely darkened. 
It was nearly half an hour after the 
king breathed his last when Lord 
Knollys walked into the office and said 
to the waiting reporters: "Gentlemen, 
His Majesty in dead." The people 
outside the palace only learned the 
news when bearers appeared with pa- 
pers. In the meantime, the Prince and 
Princes of Wales had taken leave of 
the other members of the royal family 
at the main entrance, soon after mid- 
night. They drove direct to Marlbor- 
ough House. Princess Victoria, who Is 
her mother's constant companion, re- 
mained with the queen. Tho others 
of the family followed the Prince and s. 
Princess of Wales.

Politically, King Edward's reign has 
been chiefly notable for tho inaugura- 
tion of it new era of successful legisla- 
tion for the benefit of the people, which 
followed the coming of the Liberals 
into power after a long Conservative 
regime. The general election In 1006, 
fought on tho free trado question, 
brought tho strongest Liberal govern- 
ment for many seasons into power, and 
under the Campbell-Bunnerman and 
Asquith ministries, many measures 
dealing with education, old age pen- 
sions, tho relations of workers to em- 
ployers and cognate matters were put 
into successful operation, while the 
great Irish Homo Rule question, which 
so agitated the political parties in the 
Victorian era, has -been to a great ex- 
tent thrust into tho background.

All the 
morning pnpers appear with heavy 
mourning borders and full biographies 
of tho dead sovereign. They published 
editorials deploring the nation's loss,

President D. D. Mann and other high 
officials of the company, who have 
been delayed, but are expected to 
reach this provincial capital well be- 
lore the end of tho month. Mr. 
Hughes has been for several days 
In Vancouver, to which city he came 
from bis former headquarters at 
Winnipeg. 

Before taking In hand the organi- 
zation of the company's engineering 
forces for the island section and last 
link of the new transcontinental sys- 
tem, Mr. Hughes purposes "taking a 
run over the route", to see in what 
respect It may be possible to Im- 
prove the location line. It is under-

That all the Maurice McArdle party, 
consisting of Mr. McArdle. his son a 
Mr. Bond, ami Austin Luclcovltch, which 
left Friendly Cove. West Coast Van- 
couver Island, for Bajo Point In canoes 
on the 31st of March, is lost, bus 
beon as definitely established by the 
provincial police as the circumstances 
permit. 

Tho evidence secured proves as con- 
clusively as possible without the re- 
covery of tho bodies that nil have per- 
ished. The remains of one has been 
found by the searchers who have been 
out over since tho alarm was raised. 

A report from Constable E. McLeod, 
who is conducting the Investigation, 
which was received yesterday, says that 
a party of Indians discovered a body on 
the beach on tho outside coast of Noot- 
ko Island, about seven miles from 
Friendly Cove. Itev. A. Stern, who or- 
ganized the expedition, believes that the 
remains are those of Mr. McArdle, sr., 
because a pair of spectacles wero found 
In the pocket of a Cardigan coat.

These claims, 
which were supposed to mark deposits of 
coal and petroleum, were dated April 1st. 

In a statement. Rev. Mr. Stern fur- 
nished Constable McLcod, he said: "On 
March 2Sth, McArdle's party came over 
from Kstevan Point to Friendly Covo 
and stayed with me until the morning of 
the 31st, when they left for Bajo Point. 
Hence the notices dated April 1st are 
correct.

He also picked up a bundlo of 
blankets, one heavy miner's shoo, a slip- 
per, which property he believes belonged 
to Mr. McArdle, sr., and also a pair of 
trousers and underwear which he de- 
clares wero owned by his son who was 
one of the missing prospectors. 

Constable McLeod reports that the 
senrch has not beon abandoned.

and faded, drearily moaning In their 
naked misery.

And as though tins were not en- 
ough, injury will, as it lias ever be- 
fore, be crowned with flagrant insult. 
The bare arms ot the oaks, picked 
clean o£ their summer foliage, will bu 
converted into gymnaslm apparatus 
for the physical culture stunts of the 
countless millions of the Looper bat- 
talions; and their flying trapezes, slack 
ropes, swings and rigging generally 
will enmesh the indignant human 
populace. 

The favorite pastimes of the Oak 
Looper appear to be both malicious 
and mischievous.

Somniaria'." The writer has heard 
the pest spoken to ami of <[iiite tre- 
qunntly, but it must lie confessed with 
shame that he has never yet heard it 
addressed by the name which the late 
deputy minister asserts it has been 
trained to come running in answer to. 
It is possible that the Authority has 
not been listening carefully. The

The males' 
reverse the usual, order of things by I 
being the patrons of the milliner, hav-l 
lng plumed antennae whereas the!

The eggs are described by Mr. 
Danby as "beautifully blue when 
freshly laid" — when of course they are | 
to be preferred for table use — "oval in 1 
form, with one end slightly flattened.";

According once, again to the gospel 
of the late deputy minister, there are 
various and sundry ways of visiting 
death upon the caterpillars and the 
moths. Poisoning with Paris Green or 
Hellebore is suggested — but poisoning 
is always regarded as somewhat 00m- 
ardly. Under certain favorable cir- 
cumstances, a club will do the busl- j 
ness, and the police and the S. P. C. 
A. have promised to be indulgently, 
lion-observant. But the favorite treat- j 
merit, vide tho late deputy minister, 
is to snare the moths with jacklights 
and drown them in tubs of water with 
a top-dressing of oil. Hero is the 
official prescription from a ran- old 
circular: 

"It is evident, however, that the' 
root of the evil cannot be reached by, 
attacking the larvae, and that bciii£ 
the case, I am of opinion that destroy- 1 
lng the moths is the most reasonable 
method of dealing with it. This can 
best bo affected at night by placing 
tubs or other open vessels containing 
water covered by a thin film of coal 
oil, over which are suspended lan-' 
terns. The moths fly against tho light! 
at night and fall into the water." I 

And then again, there is the most 
generally favored method of all — grab| 
the caterpillar gently by tho back of 
the neck (tho caterpillar's neck In this 
caso) using your own thumb and fore- 
finger only, in the strict observanco 
of tho niceties of prescribed etiquette: 
drop the crawling, writhing victim on 
the sidewalk: and squash him there 
with your bootheol! This permits of 
a post mortem anatomical inspection 
that should be of groat interest and 
value to all good bug biographers.

ary -humanity, and there tiro times 
when those In royal positions aro forced 
to act dlfforently from others; but 
when tho Reaper cornea all hearts are 
touchod allko, whether in tho palace or 
In the cottage. The son and daugh- 
ters of tho King must feol very deeply 
the doath of one whose life meant so 
much to them. Especially great must 
be the grief of his son and successor, 
who, added to his natural sorrow at 
the death of a loved parent, has had a 
new sense of tremendous responsibility 
cast upon him. 

The King was In his sixty-ninth 
year, and although there seemed to be 



reasonable ground for believing that I' 111 " time, when the country Is di.3 
his life might be long spared, yet for 



Edward VII. is dead. 

In the Providence of Almighty God 
it has seemed best that our late be- 
loved, honored and trusted King 
should be called away. We can only 
■bow b'eneath the blow and look for 
comfort in the thought that the King 
of Kings doeth all things well. 

Only yesterday the British people 
were looking to him for safe, if silent, 
guidance in this critical hour of the 
nation's history. Today his sagacious 
mind has ceas'ed to influence affairs 
of Stat.'; his brave heart has ceased 
to beat; his great work has been 
ended. The shock of the event Is so 
grout that one can hardly wrlt'e of it. 
His death Is a personal bereavement 
to us all. The nation is the poorer 
because of it. In him the world has 
lost Its greatest man. Let us hope ^ 
that his patriotic 'example Will long 
survive him to influence his succes- 
sors. 

The place which the late King oc- 
cupied In the minds of the British 
people was unique. He was trusted 
as no sovereign of Britain 'ever has 
been trusted by the people. In the 
long years that he had been before 
the public gaze, either as Prince of 
"Wales or King, he never in the slight- 
est degree stepped aside from the 
strict line of his consttutional duty. 
He 'over seemed animated by the 
loftiest conceptions of the royal duty 
to the nation, and his profound saga- 
city has proved of incalculable ad- 
vantage to those over whom he reign- 
ed. In him constitutional sovereignty 
found the best exemplification that 
It has ever received, for he was able 
to enlarge tin- sphere of usefulness, 
which his revered mother so ably 
filled, and give to the regal office a 
new and important significance. He 
has been called the Peacemaker, and 
that he could win the title without In 
any way impairing the fabric of Par- 
liamentary Government is eloquent 
testimony to his mental equipment 
and his knowledge of his constitution- 
al powers. 

The people trusted him. It has 
been often said that, if they were 
called upon to choose a ruler, be 
would have Keen selected unanimous- 
ly. No matter to what political par- 
ty or organization to which men be- 
longed, they all alike had confidence 
In the King. They knew that he 
would do what he believed to be right, 
and th'ey were confident that his 
Judgment as to what was right was 
Ukely to be of tho best. How strong 
this confidence was is shown by the 
tact that tiie people were looking past 
the political leaders to the Throne 
Cor a solution of th'e grave crisis that 
has arisen In the affairs of the na- 
tion. 

In Canada there will be universal 
lorrow because of this sad event. 
Canadians regarded tie- King as the 
personification of tin- Empire. To him 
Pur allegiance was freely and unreser- 
vedly given. We were proud to recog- 
nize him as our Sovereign. Wo saw 
that in him the best traditions of the 
monarchy found expression. Me repre- 
sented to us all that is best and most 
tvorth preserving in the constitution 
tinder which it is our privilege to live. 
tVc appreciated the significance of the 
let by which the Dominions beyond 
Beas were included in the royal title 
tVe looked upon him as a bond be- 
tween the various parts of his world- 
wide Empire. 

There will lie deep sympathy witli 
tho gentle lady who has been so sud- 
denly widowed. It is forty-seven years 
eincc "tho Sea-King's daughter came 
Ovor the sea" to become the bride of 
filbert Edward, as we called him then 
►~a fair flower from the north, as lovely 
(n mind as In person, endowed witli 
Sifts worthy to grace a throne. If the 
affection of an Empire can soften her 
BTlef, sho may receive somo comfort 
b this hour of her deop affliction. 



(Jbut what ho has done, he has j 
done well. It Is understood that he 
has no great fondness for matters of 
state and would much prefer, If he j 
could choose, tho life of a private 
country gentleman. Nevertheless, he 
has always been ready to assume tho | 
duties of his position us Heir Appar- 
ent, and in his colonial journovs made j 
a very excellent Impression upon those j 
who will now acknowledge him 
sovereign.

This illness did not appear to have 
made any lasting impression upon bis 
system, and he seems to have enjoy- 
ed the ordinary health vouchsafed to 
men. lie took good can- of himself In 
many ways, was much out of doors, in - 
ed abstemiously and ganeraily observed 
all precautious to reserve Ins health 
that could be expected of a fine, vig- 
orous specimen of manhood. Ills in- 
dustry was great; his energy seem- 
ingly untiring. There is no doubt 
that- his death was hastened by bis 
ceaseless devotion to his duty. 

For some time past the King seem- 
ed to be in anticipation that his ten- 
ure of life was uncertain for at his 
suggestion the then Prince of Wales 
began to take a prominent part in 
public functions. But this did not 
give him any greater freedom, for he 
ever found something in the public 
interest to which he could give Ids at 
tentlon with advantage to the nation. 
What effect the pressure of the exist- 
ing political crisis may have had upon 
his strength no one can of course say, 
but we think it would be a mistake 
to suppose that it very materially 
contributed to his death. While he 
took the keenest possible interest in 
all questions, he was too well poised 
a man to permit himself to be unduly 
wrought up by the course of political 
events. There will bo a disposition 
In some quarters to explain his unex- 
pected death by attributing it to 
anxiety, but there is no good reason 
for supposing this to be the case. 

It will not be the Empire alone that 
will join with us in our grief. He was 
in many respects a pattern for rulers. 
I He was in the highest sense 
word a statesman. His ill 
directly upon the politics of Europe 
has been great; bis indirect Influence 
has been Immeasurable lie was hon- 
ored abroad as well as at home. In 
Paris, his death will be fell almost as 
deeply as In London. Although halt 
a century litis passed since he visited 
America his career was followed with 
the deepest interest by the people of 
the United States. To the younger 
sovereigns of Europe his death will 
be a bitter blow. Alfonso of Spain, 
Manuel of Portugal, Haakon of Nor- 
way, Victor Emmanual III. of Italy 
all looked to him ;is a wise 
counsellor and a personal friend 
upon whose ;irl\-i'-e they could rely. 
His influence with the Tsar was 
great, and even the Kaiser, who 
Is stronger than most men In his 
self-reliance, looked upon him with 
deep respect and affection. By bis 
death a great and influential personal- 
ity lias been removed from tin- most 
important stage of action in the 
world. 

In private life Edward VII. was a 
fine type of the English gentleman, 
tt king a wholesome interest in all 
matters which go to make up the 
robust life of the British people. Ib- 
was broadly democratic in his tastes 



traded by Intense political controver- 
sy Is a task from which any man 
might shrink. We are quite prepared i 
to believe that our new King will ex- 
hibit many qualifications for his high 
position. He will doubtless follow- 
closely the example of his father in 
constitutional matters, and we may 
assume is not unadvised as to 
the course which he proposed to take 
in such contingencies as are likely to 
arise in the near future. That his' 
reign may be long'and prosperous will ; 
be tlie earnest wisli of British people 
everywhere.

Queen really means ~ 
woman, or wife, ami the Queen means 
the highest woman or wife in the 
Kingdom. Hence, the wife of tin- 
King is tlie Queen. The second sig- 
nification of the word is where it is 
used in connection with a reigning 
sovereign. Prince Edward of Wales 
becomes Duke of York. He will not 
be Prince of Wales until he has been 
so created by royal patent. The 
Duchess ..I Kite is the late King's 
eldest daughter. She is Princess 
Royal by patent. Her title does not 
expire on tie- il'-ath of her father. 

Tin- Mayor suggested that, if the 
streets were thoroughly "Hushed" at 
night, It might not be necessary to 
buy any more sprinklers.

Could it not be flushed 
off? There are other places similar- 
ly situated, ivhore Hie slope of the 
road will facilitate drainage. If the 
dust could lie got rid of in such places 
in this way, the watering-carts would 
be free for use in other places. There 
is one thing which surely can bo done, 
and that is to endeavor to avoid in 
future depositing on the roads mater- 
ial that forms dust within a few 
months after It is laid down.

Following this the mlnistors will ad- 
dress themselves to the solemnities 
connected with the official proclama- 
tion of the King's death. Tills will be 
promulgated In an extra issuo of the 
Canada Gazette, which will also con 
tain the first proclamation of 
His Majesty King: George V., en- 
joining all officers of Canada who 
hold commissions from the late sove- 
reign "to continue in tho due exercise of 
their respective duties, functions and 
professions," and that such proclamation 
shall suffice and that tho incumbents 
shall as soon thereafter as possible take 
the oath of allegiance.

The year 18C1 was a fateful one for 
the young Prince of Wales. It marked 
tho commencement of his military 
studies at tlio Curragh Camp, near 
Dublin, he first met his futuro wife, 
Princess Alexandra of Denmark, and 
suffered a heavy bereavement in the 
death of Ills father, which occurred 
on December i3th, 1861. After tho 
latter event ha lived a retired life for 
some months. In February, 18 G2, in 
accordance with the expressed deslro 
of his father he visited the Holy Land, 
his guide and companion being Arthur 
Penrhyn, afterwards Dean of West- 
minster. In 1SG3 the Prince was 
sworn of the Privy Council and took 
his 'scat in the House of Lords. The 
estate of Sandringham was purchased 
fpi him, and Marlborough- House, was 
chosen as ills London residence. On 
March 10th of tho same year he mar- 
ried Princess Alexandra in St 
George's Chapel, Windsor, The charm- 
ing personality' the beauty and ami- 
ability of tho young Prince's .bride 
speedily won her a place in the al'foe 
tions of tho nation and of the subjects 
in tho oversea dominions which she 
still holds.

(Prince Albert of Saxe-Coburg-Golha.)

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In Woman's Realm 





"Our King Is dead" was the way a 
woman told the news which saddens 
hearts throughout the Empirie. And 
that Is the feeling that prevails 
everywhere. There is a sense of per- 
sonal loss as If one had gone from 
the family who was not only highly 
honoried but dearly loved. ' , 

There I", too, a feeling of universal 
sympathy with the sweet and gentle 
wife who mourns, as only such wives 
can mourn, tho loss of her husband. 
In the common grief all sense of dis- 
tune;!.' and all difference of rank are 
forgotten, and we remember only the 
sorrowing woman. "God help and 
sustain her" will be tho prayer of mil- 
lions of hearts. 

it Is a truism to say that women 
have in this century a wider outlook 
than they evler had before. Educa- 
tion Is more general and broader, if 
not in all cases, more thorough. In- 
terests are more varied and the sense 
of responsibility of the individual for 
tire well-being of the whole commun- 
ity is daily growing stronger. Wo- 
men's Clubs are organized In every 
city and have become a force that 
cannot be overlooked by those who 
conduct public affairs. There can be 
no question that this Influence of these 
public bodies has been, in many in- 
stances beneficial. There are always 
those who cannot, or will not, do tho 
duty that devolves upon them and 
theso burdens must be borne by 
others. This is the reason for the 
existence of phUanthropical socie- 
ties. 

But theric is a danger that in the 
great battle against evil In which so 
many good women 'feel themselves 
called upon to engage, they shall take 
their place In ranks wherie their ser- 
vices can have little effect and allow 
the enemy to steal unobserved into 
the ground that they have left un- 
guarded. 

The making of good women is by 
far the most Important work that is 
being done In Canada today. This 
is not accomplished to any great ex- 
tent by any society. It is the mothers 
alone who can form the character of 
their girls. To train and guard them 
till they arte strong enough to meet 
the temptations that fall to the lot 
of most young women is their duty, 
its it Is their privilege. That good 
mothers should so often be blind to 
what everyone else seies, Is often a 
source of wonder. But it is too sad- 
ly true that the are. In every city, 
mothers so absorbed In their house- 
hold work or In outside interests that 
they have not time to keep a strong 
hold on the affections of their girls 
or to gain their confidence. Too of- 
ten, such mothers are shocked and 
grieved to find that thjelr daughters 
have grown to bo women whose prin- 
ciples and dispositions have changed 
since childhood, and with whom they 
have little sympathy. Xo .discovery 
enn bring more sorrow to the good 
mother. And yet, as shie looks back 
over the months or years she can 
never recall, such a mother will see, 
when It Is too late, that she is her- 
self to blame for th!e change. She 
hud not spared the time nor the 
thought needed to keep her child 
close to her. She did not show the 
love that, buried undler many thoughts, 
and plans, still lived in her heart. 
The child, left to herself, had spent 
her leisure time with those who were 
strangers to h!er home, and formed 
intimacies of which her parents knew 
nothing. If estrangement and discord 
are the only consequences, the mo- 
ther may congratulate herself. La tie 
as It is, these may bo healed by pa- 
tience and tenderness and the mother 
may well turn -buck from all outside 
work to win back thte ground she has 
almost lost. 

How in this city of ours are girls 
who must work for their living to get 
the recreation without which healthy 
life, whether of mind or body, is im- 
possible. It Is true that there may 
be too much amusement and that life 
which Is a continuous round of pleas- 
use may be the worst preparation for 
future usefulness. Much might be 
said, and truly enough, of the hollow- 
ness of a life given over to social en- 
joyment and of the folly of the emul- 
ation In dress and expenditure that 
characterise many women who have 
wealth and leisure. 

But if shallow natures and hard 
hearts aro often to be found In thej 
fashionable world, it is tptlto as true 
that narrowness and discontent spring i 
up among those whose days and nights' 
are devoid of delights. But surely in 
these bright summer days there need 
be few of these among our working! 
girls. Are we so sure'.' When is the 
girl who goes to work at half past 
eight and leaves work at 6 o'clock go- 
ing to find time for rational recre- 
ation? There Is but little daylight 
left when she has finished her even- 
ing meal. If she has learned to read 
she has a resource for many an hour. 
But the girl craves companionship 
end excitement. In some homes 
friends of both sexes are welcomed, 
and merry evenings are spent pleas- 
antly, closting at an hour that will 
leave the young people plenty of time 
to gain much needed rest. But all 
girls arc not so fortunate. Tho cheap 
theatres are not a desirable place In 
which to spend the summer evenings. 
The concerts at the Gorge are a great 
attraction, but there are many par- 
ents who will not. allow young girls 
to go so far away from home at night. 

In many parts of the town tho 
shouts of the boys and young men 
may be heard as they practice their 
games. Behind high fences young 
ladles and gentlemen are playing ten- 
nis or croquet. The Arm is covered 
with boats and amlng those who 
watch the sunsets or enjoy tho cool 
evening air arc many, It is pleasant 
to be able to say who spend the day in 
office or workroom. But yet there are 
many who have not the opportunity 
to go boating. Cannot a Chance be 
given for some of these girls to spend 
their evenings at the outdoor sports 
their wealthier sisters enjoy ho 
greatly? It Is true they have not much 
time, but they should have opportun- 
ity to spend that little happily. In 
many homes there aro two or three 
girls who arc earning their own living 
or helping to support their younger 
brothers and sisters. These should 
have suitable recreation. We have at 
present no great need for play- 
grounds for little children, but It does 
teem that -or those who, though 
scarcely more than children In years, 



have taken upon themselves many* of 
the duties of womanhood, there should 
be space and facilities for out of dour 
sports. 

This brings up again the question 
of the Saturday afternoon holiday. 
Will not the business men give this 
their earnest consideration? in al- 
most all tho largo cities of the contin- 
ent It Is found that business can bo 
successfully carrlod on although tho 
employees are allowed a half day in 
each week for enjoyment. Even In 
tho factories of Quebec Saturday after- 
noons are free. Why should Vic- 
toria's employers of labor be less lib- 
eral than those of other cities? Would 
not they as well as thoso who work 
for them benefit by the holiday? 

East year, In some of tho churches, 
the second Sunday in May was ob- 
served as "Mother's Day." This new 
festival has come to be observed over 
a great part of the United States and 
Canada. It was Inaugurated by a 
Philadelphia woman, Miss Anna 
Jarvis, In memory of her own mother. 
Tho badge worn is tho white carna- 
tion, symbol of purity and sweetness. 
The feeling which prompted this lady- 
is expressed by her In these words: 

"N T o more courageous hearts, no 
more heroic deeds, no nobler sacri- 
fices, no greater faithfulness to duty, 
have ever been known than of our 
noble mothers, as pioneers, as put- 
riots In war and peace, and as moth- 
ers cf the home, whoso sufferings 
gave the nation its great sons and 
splendid citizens that have made ua 
a great country." 

Whatever may be thought of the 
wisdom of setting apart a day for tho 
purpose of giving expression to the 
feeling that many sons and daughters 
hold very sacred no one will question 
the truth of the statements of this 
paragraph. 

A discussion is going on In tho Ame- 
rican magazines about the theatre. On 
the one hand it is contended that 
modern plays are bad, and that peo- 
ple like bad plays. On the other hand 
that the taste of theatre goers was 
never so good, and the literary qual- 
ity of the drama Is high. As there aro 
more people In the world than ever 
before, and, as the great mass of the 
people are better educated, It is not 
unllkelv that both statements may be 
right. It is very certain, at least, that 
there *hever could have been so many 
good plays at the disposal of the 
managers of theatres as there are now. 
The people of any city can have tho 
kind of plays they like best, and it 
is worth while for the women of Vic- 
toria to consider whether they want 
good or bad plays, or whether there is 
any taste for anything that can be 
dignified by the title of drama. 

A good play, even if It is not well 
acted, has something in the lines 
themselves, something that elevates 
and Is worth remembering. When the 
acting Is worthy of the' play, the im- 
pression left can never be effaced. 
Do -Victoria women enjoy any play 
except a musical comedy? The kind 
of performance that fills the theatre 
1? a good criterion of the education 
and culture of the people of any city. 
We cannot expect to command the 
services of the best artists, but how 
do we receive the best that we have? 
There are cities not much larger than 
Victoria whore one may hear a good 
play at a moderate prlco on any 
evening during the seuson. Some of 
these have not so many rich people 
as Victoria can boast. 

Several eminent New York doctors 
have lately published statements ad- 
vising the users of milk to obtain it 
In Its fresh state. They declare that 
pasteurization, as generaly practllsed, 
by dairymen, does not kill germs, and 
that dirty milk Is rendered even more 
dangerous by the process. It Is per- 
fectly possible, they say, for dairymen 
to supply wholesome milk In its na- 
tural state. It Is contended that 
[heating mUk brings about changes 
which makes It less suitable as food, 
especially for Infants. All . that the 
milk needs Is to be handled by clean 
people, put in clean vessels, and kept 
cool. 

There could scarcely have been a 
mother who read the statement yes- 
terday morning that the little folks 
in the Orphanage were roused from 
sleep by the fire alarm, and escaped 
from the building In less than three 
minutes, without astonishment. From 
how many homes would five little 
people have found their way down 
stairs so quickly? The drill that trained 
children, little and big. to think of 
nothing else but getting out of the 
building as fast as possible, reflects 
the greatest credit on the present ma- 
tron. Mi3S Allen, and yet more perhaps 
on Mrs. Kaye, who, during her long 
service among the children taught 
them not only prompt obedience, hut 
to nrotect and care for tho little ones. 
It is scarcely likely that the tiny tots 
could have found their way down the 
long stairs and through the corridors 
without the guidance of the older boys 
and girls. It is a comfort to know- 
that the Orphanage Is as safe from 
fire as human foresight can make it, 
for nothing Is more terrible than a 
fire In such a building when the In- 
mates are unprepared.

Proceedings are to be Initiated by the 
council of the British Columbia Medical 
Association against a. certain Itinerant 
phrenologist and parlpatetlc purveyor of 
panaceas for all tho ills to which the 
flesh Is heir to, but who does not happen 
to be a duly certificated practitioner 
under tho laws of this Canadian province 
of British Columbia, If (and tho "If" Is 
a material factor in tho matter) tho al- 
leged offender can bo located within the 
Jurisdiction of tho provincial courts. 

Tho purveyor of the panaceas in ques- 
tion visited Victoria a week or 'two ago, 
gave several lectures of tho standard 
touring phrenological description, and 



Incidentally introduced with Que dram- 
atic touches that wore artistic at least, 
little packages of so-called "Mississippi 
liver sand," guarantoed to euro all stom- 
achic disorders with neatness and de- 
spatch, taken Internally, a teaspoonl'-ul 
every morning, and obtainable only of 
the phllant.roplc purveyor at 50 cents 
per pound. 

It was explained with much particu- 
larity that this was no common or gar- 
den sand. It was brought from the 
lower Mississippi "at very great ex- 
pense" to "our distributing depot at Se- 
attle," and there put up in neat one- 
pound packets, which for the good of hu- 
manity wore offered here at 50 cents, pet- 
packet. 

At this figure they sold oven as the 
proverbial hotcakes, for -which tho mar- 
ket demand supposedly always exceed* 
the vlslblo supply. Those who pur- 
chased were strong in abounding faith, 
and some of them aver that ever since 
taking the first few spoonfuls they have 
"felt Immensely better." 

The sand, according to the vendor, 
came from tlie Mississippi becauso long 
travel bud rounded the granular pebbles, 
whereby they were assured not to punc- 
ture the vlscerlc membrane; tlielr mis- 
sion was described :.s In effect to 
scratch against tho lining of tho 
stomach and clean It off oven as a kit- 
chen sink is scoured with a wire brush. 

Medical men assert that tho human 
stomach Is not susceptible to benefit by 
such methods, even although poultry 
may swallow small pebbles anil bits of 
shell with Impunity— and even benefit. 
Theso act us teeth for the barnyard pop- 
ulation, but humans have tooth of their 
own.

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General Manager Chamberlin 
Hopes to See Trains Run- 
ning to End of 200-Mile 
Section Next Winter 



VANCOUVER, May 6.— (Important 
statements respecting the progress of 
railway construction in the north were 
mado by 13. J. Chamberlin, general 
manager of [he Grand Trunk Pacific 
railway on the arrival of the steamer 
Princess May from Prince Rupert this 
afternoon. 

"I am very well pleased with tho 
situation. The rails are now laid out 
to a point nine miles from Prince -Ru- 
pert, and there we tiro temporarily hold 
up owing to a heavy tide-rip across a 
narrow channel. Ferry slips have been 
built and material will be ferried 
across the gap. Meantime bridge con- 
struction work Is ready to start," said 
Mr. Chamberlin. 

"Two months will see the bridge 
completed. Meantime wo will pro- 
ceed with tracklaying beyond the gap. 
I feel confident that the track will lie 
laid north as far as Copper river, the 
end of the first hundred mile section, 
by the end of July, when a train ser- 
vice will be established. Navigation 
on the lower Skeena is now open as 
far as Kltselas Canyon above Copper 
river. This will enable contractors to 
pour In supplies for the construction 
gangs engaged on the second 100 mile 
section. This latter section will be 
rushed. We are assured that it will 
be graded this fall as far as a point 
fifteen miles below Hazelton. "When 
the tracklaying gang reaches there 
late In the fall two mouths' delay will 
occur before the bridge across the 
Skeena can be built. By that time the 
heavy work beyond, extending to Tclk- 
wa, will be finished and ready for the 
tracklayers. It Is a certainty that the 
late winter months will see trains run- 
ning direct from Hazelton to the end 
of the upper section, 2^00 miles from 
the coast. 

"Prince Rupert is growing at a rapid 
rate. I was amay.ed at tho wonderful 
transformation that has occurred since 
my last visit. Now ' dwellings are 
springing up all over the town. I was 
impressed with the buoyant optimism 
of the people, and the great faith they 
have in the city." 

IMr. Chamberlin will leave tonight 
or tomorrow to inspect the company's 
docks under construction, before vis- 
iting Victoria. Then ho will return 
here on his way east. He expects to 
spend most of the summer In the 
prairie section.

PASSES TO HIS REWARD

£10,000 on the Princess. In addition 
ho had as hereditary Duke of Corn- 
wall, the revenues of that Duchy.

Immediately after his marriage the 
Prlnco entered upon that career of 
public . activity and usefulness, which 
has distinguished him above all pre- 
vious holders of his high office. 
His mother, the late Queen, sought

On January 22nd, 1901, Queen Vic- 
toria died, and the Prince became 
King as Kdward VII. He was pro- 
claimed with all the usual ceremon- 
ies and tbe coronation was arranged 
for June 2Gth, 1902. Two days before 
that date the nation was startled to p 
learn that the King was suffering 
from perityphlitis, and that a serious 
operation was necessary. Public in- 
tercession took the place of rejoicing. 
Happily the operation was perfectly 
successful. Tho Monarch made a 
rapid recovery and the postponed 
ceremony took place on August 9th, 
at Westminster Abbey. A corona- 
tion review was held on August 16th, 
nnd on October 25th a royal progress 
took place through London. Three 
days later a remarkable thanksgiving 
service was held at St. Paul's. 

A Famous Tour 

The months of April and May, In 
190:t, were occupied by the King in 
visiting Portugal, Gibraltar, Malta, 
Naples, Rome and France. During 
his tour he had Interviews with the 
King of Portugal, the King of Italy, 
and President Loubet. Diplomatical- 
ly, the results of the tour were ex- 
cellent and in the case of France led 
to the ■ rapproachment which has been 
" happily and beneficially eonelud- ri 



lowing year the King and Queen ac- 
companied by the Princess Victoria 
visited Chatsworth, the Derbyshire 
seat of the Duke of Devonshire. 

In February the health of the Prin- 
cess Victoria gave cause for consider- 
able anxiety. An operation for ap- 
pendicitis was completely successful, 
and the royal patient rapidly became 
convalescent. Early in March tlul 
prospective visit of the Prince and 
Princess of "Wales to India was an- 
nounced and the same month tho 
Queen paid a visit to Portugal, In 
April of that year the King made a 
Mediterranean tour, In the course of 
which he visited Algiers and Corsica. 

Tributes in Paris 

On Ills homeward way he onco more | 
visited Paris, city which held a high 
place in his regard. While there lie 
was the object of extraordinary en- 
thusiasm, the populace acclaiming | 
him In whole-hearted fashion wher- 
ever he went. His visit following 
closely on the German Emperor's 
speech at Tangier (March 31) chal- 
lenging that portion of the Anglo- 
French agreement dealing with Mor- 
occo was generally regarded as hav- 
ing an international signllicancc: The 
visit of tlie Hritlsh Iloet to Brest and 
the return visit of tint French llqet 
to Portsmouth in July and 
August, ,. 1905, W eije marked by 
numerous fetes and much cor- 
diality. The . King participated in 
the proceedings at Portsmouth, the 
aecccss of which served to emphasize 
tho Anglo-French ehtente cordiale, 
largely due to his personal efforts. 

Entertains Sovoroigns 

During the years of 190(i and 1907 
the King entertained many foreign 
potentates. Among these were the 
King and Qi|een of Norway, the King 
and Queen of Denmark, the King and 
Queen of Spain and the President of 
Liberia. During, the same period bis 
late majesty met the German Em- 
peror at Wilhelmstrohe and President 
Fallierea in Paris. In these years hoB 
opened tho new buildings of the Kingg 
Edward VII.

In the former country for 
the first time in more than eighty 
years a court was held at the ancient 
palace of Kolyrood. 

Toured Ireland 

In 1901 the King and Queen opened 
Parliament in state, and after paying 
a visit to Denmark their majesties 
crossed the Channel once more and 
held court in Ireland, where they' 
were enthusiastically received. In

duties, the Prince and Princess acquit- 
ted themselves in the most exemplary 
manner possible. 

On the rare occasions when the 
Queen emerged from her retiremijnt 
tho Prince was always at hand to 
lighten her labors and lend her sup- 
port.' In contrast with some of his 
immediate predecessors the Prince 
was always a dutiful and loyal son. 
His example has created a new tradi- 
tion for the heir to the British throne. 
Tho nation no longer regards the 
Prince of Wales as the mere heir ap- 
parent of kingly honors. He has be- 
come much more. lie Is expected to 
undertake a considerable share of 
public work, and to demonstrate his 
interest in all the philanthropic and 
social movements of his time. 

Victorian and Edwardian rule have 
endeared the monarchy to the British 
people and in the process the late 
monarch has played a great part. His 
sturdy English spirit, his love of the 
national sports, and his hearty good 
nature have appealed to tho .British 
people. His success In winning the 
Derby thrioe times, twice as Prince 
of Wales and once as King, and the 
victories of his famous yacht Britan- 
nia were exceedingly popular. An all- 
round sportsman, he patronized the 
turf and the theatre, was an excellent 
shot, played bowls and bridge and 
was very fond of motoring. 



OP OFFICIAL VISITS 



In 1869, a further stage was mark- 
ed in the late monarch's cosmopoli- 
tan education when he visited Egypt. 
In the same year he again went to 
Ireland, where even at that time he 
was the most popular member of thie 
reigning dynasty. The following year 
he inaugurated the Thames Embank- 
ment, nnd in 1871 commemorated the 
good work of his father by opening 



weeks' visit in that country he trav- 
elled over 10,000 mllies, and by his 
unfailing tact .and courtesy won tho 
enthusiastic esteem of the numerous 
native rulers whom he visited. (In 
his return Queen Victoria assumlsd 
the title of Empress of India. 

For the next twenty-six years of 
his career an almost unceasing round 
of public duties claimed his atten- 
tion. In 1885 he again visited Ire- 
land, and In the following year acted 
as president of the Indian and Co- 
lonial Exhibition, opened the Mersey 
tunnel and laid the lirst stone of the 
Tower Brldgfe. To his guiding genius 
was attributable much of the success 
which attended the celebration of tho 
Queen's Jubilee. The year following 
that event hje celebrated his silver 
wedding, and a yoar later his eldest 
daughter, the Princess Louise, was 
married to the Duke of Fife. In the 
same year tWa Prince became treas- 
urer of the Middle Temple, where he 
Inaugurated the reign of "My Lady 
Nicotine" at the "Grand Nights." A 
pleasing Interlude during this yiear 
was his visit to the Pails Exhibition. 
In 1890 lie opened the Forth Bridge. 
Death of His Son 
The shadow of death again darken- 
ed his home in January, 1892, when 
his eldest .-on, Princfe Albert Victor, 
succumbed after a few days' Illness, 
and the nation sorrowed with tbe be- 
reaved parents. i :i July of the next 
year Prlnco Georgte, now heir appar- 
ent, was married to Princess 'Mary 
of Teck. who bad formerly been en- 
gaged to ills eldest brother. Two 
years later the heir to the throne 
served on the Royal Commission on 
the Mousing of the Poor, and his in- 
terest In this worlt was of the liveli- 
est character up to the time of his 
death. 

When tho Tower Bridge was com- 
pletou in 1896 the Prince of Wales 
officiated at the opening ceremonies 
and the following year hie delighted 
tho Welsh people by attending the 
Esteddfod. In 1896 he became first 
chancellor of the now Welsh Uunver

Known to his subjects throughout 
the Empire as "King Edward The 
Peacemaker," France conferred upon 
him the title of L'oncle de iTSurope. 
By the former name he will be known 
to posterity. He made London the dip- 
lomatic capital of Europe, Wherever 
he went he was the harbinger of peace. 
During his reign 'Great Britain 1ms 
been ;>*. peace with the world. Eng- 
land's old time enemy, France, lias been 
reconciled, and more than reconciled 
by the entente cordiale. The relations 
of the Motherland with the United 
States, Italy, Austria-Hungary and 
Spain have been strengthened, and by 
the alliance with Japan, forces have 
been readjusted for the maintenance 
of existing order In the Pacific. 

New Balance of Power 

To the late -King- belongs In large 
measure the fact that a new balance of 
power has been established In Europe. 
At present there is only the vaguest 
conception of tho momentous Influence 
which he has exerted In world politics. 
When the perspective of history 
lengthens out, his merits as a peace- 
maker and a ruler will be judged 
aright. 

But he was more than wither Of 
these, for he was an empire builder 
1 71 the truest sense of the word. His 
personality alone was a portentous fac- 
tor in keeping alive and fostering tho 
Imperial spirit. The toast of "Cd 
Save the King," under the regime of 
King Edward was truly the phrase that 
knit the Empire. In the overseas 
dominions no monarch was ever so re- 
vered or well beloved. Tho highest 
tribute which can be paid to his mem- 
ory Is that ids subjects throughout tho 
length and breadth of the Empire 
trusted him-. 

It has been said that his success In 
diplomacy was duo in part to his hon- 
esty and sincerity, but there is no 
doubt that It was also duo to his keen 
directing Intelligence, natured by ex- 
tensive travels through many coun- 
tries. His hand has been on tho pulse 
of Europe since the day he ascended 
the throne. And there seems little 
doubt that the results of his accom- 
plishments In the realm of diplomacy 
will be felt for many a day. Diplomacy 
had become with him a ruling passion 
hut he played an honest game, with 
motives, methods and objects frankly 
disclosed to the public view. In the 
recapitulation of Ids kingly attributes 
It can be said that he leaned to no 
party, cultivated no "King's men," 
aimed at no personal exaltation, and 
uttered no "blazing Indiscretion." No 
man with such strong conviction as he 
Is known to have possessed would have 
done so well on a throne. 

An English King 

Of tlie late king It can be said that 
he was as English as the nation, 
ami In tills respect lie differed from 



I determined by his ascent to the 
throne was displayed In the 'consti- 
tutional attitude which lie assumed. 
1 He 1 found for himself a clearly de- 
fined line of action, wlliqh he was 
able to pursue without clashing with 
i his ministers. He recognised that 
I there was no stronghold of admlnl- 
j stratlve authority outside of tho 
1 council of ministers of the crown: 
I But he also recognised that It was 
possible for him to take the Initiat- 
ive In diplomatic, policies without any 
shifting of the constitutional author- 
ity, And Ilis ministers in turn re- 
j cognised that with his dynastic ro- 
I latlonships, his friendships, his ex- 
1 perlence and judgment and his popu- 
larity at home . and abroad he was 
the safest advisor and agent they 
I could have. The consequence was 
I that when a contingency arose he 
I and his ministers wore of one mind. 
! As well as king he was foreign sec- 



allty — allied with tact, consideration 

and persuasiveness. Possessing lofty 
sentiments and idealB he always 
turned them to practical use, and his 
pleasure in reigning lay In the use- 
fulness which lie could derive from 
power. He labored strenuously for 
high minded ends and ho has stis- 
ceeded. He attracted and hypnotis- 
ed men and nations, communicating 
to them his own conciliatory spirit. 

Four events of his reign stand out 
as memorable examples of his wise 
administration. He brought about 
the entente cordiale with France. 
Peace was made with tho Boers on 
magnanimous terms, a peace which 
lias led to the union and consolida- 
tion of South Africa. Tho late king 
believed in conciliatory methods n 
Ireland, and they were adopted by 
his ministers. His popularity in that 
country was greater than that en-

Street, Bridges and Sewers 
Committee of City Council 
Decides to Proceed With 
Pavement. 



Pavement was the subject debated 
at a fully attended meeting of the 
Streets, Sewers and Bridges Commit- 
tee of the City Council held last even- 
ing at the city hall. The discussion 
arose out of a report submitted by 
Engineer Smith as to the cost of 
permanently Improving all the main 
thoroughfares from tho city's centra 
to its limits. He estimated the out- 
lay at $1,111,000. 

These figures took away the breath 
of tho councillors temporarily.

Would Prevent Strikes. 

COPENHAGEN, May 4. — A bill 
aiming at tho prevention of strikes 
has been introduced by the Swedish 
government Into tho Riksdag, and it 
commands special attontion because 
of the huge conflict between employ- 
er and employed last year. On that 
occasion 200,000 workers were arrayed 
against the Employers' Federation. 
The bill comprises; — (1.) A law re- 
specting collectlvo contracts; (2.) the 
appointment of nn arbitration court, 
to Judge differences which may ariso 
from such contracts; (3.) a law regu- 
lating labor contracts In the services 
and departments • necessary to the 
public, that is to say railways, street 
lighting, etc., and (4.) tho pennltles to 
bo enforced on strikes of a character 
calculated to imperil public sufety.

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HIS MAJESTY THE KING 
PASSES TO HIS REWARD 



(Co ntinued from Pago Eleven) 

joyed by any of his predecessors. 
Until he took up military reorgani- 
sation it was a miscalculated failure. 
It was the king who imparted a 
powerful impulse to Mr. lluldane's 
scheme by inviting the 'Lords Lieut- 
tenant to a conference at Bucking- 
ham Palace at a time when the 
nation was taking but a languid in- 
terest in the movement. And so it 
was always. In times of grave em- 
ergencies lie stood behind his mini- 
sters, assisting them by timely hints 
and judicious suggestions. His per- 
sonal influence was mainly respons- 
sible for the settlement of the great 
railway controversy when it was on 
the eve of a calamitous struggl 
after a sevon years' armistice. 

There was another aspect of tfa 
late King's characteristics which en 
dearcd him to the hearts of his peo 
pie. The first gentleman in Europi 
he was also the first sportsman. He 
was the patron of the turf in a country 
where harse racing is the sport of 
Icings. Three times he had the good 
fortune to win the Derby, and each 
victory was received on the Epsom 
racecourse witn an enthusiasm whicl 
bore eloquent tribute to tho unbound- 
ed popularity which he enjoyed. Ii 
almost all branches of sports and 
athletics he took a keen personal in 
terest. 

In social life he was the idolized 
leader of the smart set. Ho took hi 
pleasures easily. He revelled in bright 
spirited conversation and the luxurl 
ous recreations of the country housi 
life. And yet through all he tlisplayei 
untiring energy in promoting publii 
charities and in conducting ceremon 
ies. His reserve of working powe: 
was apparently illimitable, althougl 
but crudely dreamt of until upon us 
cending the throne ho devoted his en 
tire talents to the service of the state 
Phenomenal Memory 

The late King had a phenomenal 
memory, the peculiar prerogative ot 
really great nun. His knowledge ol 
details, names and faces has been de- 
scribed as wonderful. This knowledge 
was precise, and at his fingers' end 
A misplaced decoration or a Haw in u 
court ceremony at once attracted his 
attention, anil this quickness of ob- 
servation developed into a mastery oi 
affairs. 

He leaves behind him an example 
which any ruler might copy with high 
pro tit to the destinies of his country. 
Tin- central figure of a system of so- 
cial and political order he has set an 
example of personal service for hli- 
country and for the world, of keeping 
faith with nations, and of promoting 
a neighborly feeling of peaceful fel- 
lowship outside the Empire, as well iu 
within. Throughout the domain ol 
British jurisdiction he has increased 
the dignity and prestige of the crown. 
He has demonstrated that the destin- 
ies of nations can now, as well as in 
tho past, be swayed by a single will. 
And he lias shown that through hit 
silent activities the progress of civ- 
ilization has been expedited. He had 
opportunities for supremely useful 
work, and he used them in the wisest 
prnsible fashion. 

From tho human standpoint the 
King was excellently trained for his 
great work. He was a pastmaster in 
the practical business of reigning. His 
apprenticeship was served iu touching 
the world on every side. And so he 
became intensely human. He was a 
muster workman in a progressive 
world. His activity oven extended to 
marriage bells for as well as the 
Peacemaker, he was the Matchmaker 
of Europe. 

A Loss to the World 

Throughout Europe from the step- 
pes of Russia to the Bay of Biscay, 
from the frozen solitudes of Spltz- 
bergen to the Medlterraenan Sea his 
death will be mourned by all nation- 
alities and outside his own domain 
perhaps nowhere so much as in 
Prance. That country which he loved, 
next to his own. returned his love 
whole heartedly. No monarch of 
Great Britain lias ever been so 
pcpular In a foreign country. During 
latter years it was always Biarritz, 
which he sought when in search of 
health, and whenever possible he vis- 
ited Paris, for the French capital was 
very dear to his heart. In Great Bri- 
tain and Ireland his loss will be a per- 
sonal one. for the citizen king was tho 
best beloved In history. And the same 
sad story of national bereavement is 
today echoing throughout the Empire, 
and outside tho British Isles nowh 
is the loss more pregnant than 
Canada. All Canadians had learned 
to look up to the King as the personi- 
fication of the imperial idea. They 
respected him as a man. a ruler and a 
true friend, and as the embodiment of 
the highest characteristics for which 
the highest type of the British strati 
arc- renowned. 




"Tho King is dead; long live tho 
King!" 

With the sudden passing of his bo- 
loved and gracious majesty King Ed- 
ward VII., the Canadian people, sad- 
dened and bereaved, lift their bends 
from their mourning to declare their 
loyalty to King George V., the fifth 
George since the Norman Conqut 
His Majesty is known to the vast n 
jority of lifs subjects by reason of Ills 
tour in 1901 of tho Empire, accompani- 
ed by Her Gracious Majesty Queon 
Victoria. Their majesties were then 
respectively Duko and Duchess of 
Cornwall and York. They arrived 
homo In England shortly before tho 
nation was plunged into mourning for 
the death of tho much-loved Queen 
Victoria, soon after which they be- 
came Prince and Princess of Wales. 

Many Canadians, among them sev- 
eral Vkr.oriana, wero privileged to see 
his majesty; less than two years ago 
when, as on" of the chief events of his 
career, ho opened the festivities at tho 
historic pageant in honor of the ter- 
centenary of Quebec and presented 
the tltlo deeds of the Plains of Abra- 
ham to the Dominion of Canada. On 
that occasion his majesty came as 
Prlnco of Wales and tho recollection 




of his kindness and graclousnes 
yet clear hi the minds of tin.- thou- 
sands who were present. 

His Majesty's Life 

George Frederick Ernest Albert, 
King of the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Ireland, and of the Bri- 
tish Dominions beyond tho Seas; Do- 
fender of the Faith; Emperor of India, 
was born Juno 3rd, 1865. On July t 
1893, ho wtis married to Princess Vic 
toria Mary Augusta Louisa Olga Paul 
ine Claudine Agnes, daughter of H. I 
Ii. Princess Mary of Cambridge, an 
H. R. H., the Duke of Teck. Her ma- 
jesty was born In 1SG7 and, as Princess 
of Wales, was Lady Grand President 
of the League of Mercy; held tho ord- 
ers of Victoria and Albert and the 
Crown of India and the degree of Mus 
Doc, Wales. 

His Majesty entered the royal navy 
in 1877, became a midshipman in 
1880, lieutenant, in 1885. naval A. D 
to tho Queen, 1887, commander In 
1891, captain in 1893, rear admiral in 
1900, vice admiral 1903, general in the 
army, 1902, Lord Warden of tho Cin- 
que Ports, 1001), Bencher of Lincoln's 
Inn, 1892; Treasurer, 1901; Grand 
President of the League of Mercy; 
trustee of the British Museum; col-ln- 
chief Royal Marines; col. Royal Fus- 
iliers, Royal Welsh Fusiliers, Cameron 
Highlanders, King's Royal Rifle Corps, 
1st Skinner's Horse, Loyal Suffold 
Hussars I. Y., 3rd Middlesex Art. Vol. 
and Isle of Wight Volunteers; Master 
of tho Trinity House; a member of t|io 
Royal .Commission on Food Supply in 
War-Time, 1903. 

Their Majesties have six children, 
four boys — the eldest, tho Duko of 
Cornwall, who will now become Erinpe 
of Wales, being II. R. H. Prince Ed- 
ward Albert Christian George Andrew 
Patrick David, horn June 23, 1891. The 
other children of tho royal family are 
If. R. II. Prince Albert Frederick 



Arthur George, born December 14, 
11895; H. K. H. Prince Henry William 
Frederick Albert, born March 31, 1900; 
j H n. H. Prin.ro George Edward Alex- 
i ander Edmund, born December 20, 
1902; 11. It. ll Prince John Charles 
Francis, bum July 12, 1905, and H. R. 
I H. Princess Victoria Alexandra Alice 
Mary, born April 25, 1 Sil7. 

Popular With All 
It was during their majesties' tour 
of the British empire in 1901 that they 
became acquainted not only with 
\ thousands of their loyal subjects, but 
with the length ami breadth of their 
' dominions. Their lovable personalities 
j made them popular everywhere, and 
i from one end of the empire to the 
other today the nation's grief will be 
moderated by tho knowledge that the 
late king has left his people a ruler In 
whom they have faith and confidence, 
whom they love, and In whom they 
believe. Her majesty's winsome face, 
her gracious manner, her quick smile 
and her splendid womanhood won the 
hearts of ull the people, and it will be 
with warm hearts that the British peo- 
ple Will bow before another Queen 
bearing tho beloved name of Victoria. 

Canada, of all the dominions beyond 
the seas, Is honored In having enter- 
tained tho new king so hoou before his 
accession. As the central figure at 
the splendid pageant nt Quebec in July, 
190S, his majesty won the admiration 
not only of Ills loyal Canadians, but 
of the representatives and citizens of 
a score rnoro countries as well. The 
people of Quebec and thoso others who 
helped lino the great ramparts will 
never forget tho scene presented on 
that bright afternoon of July, when the 
then new and famous cruiser battle- 
ship, l-T.M.S. Indomitable, steamed into 
tho harbor below the Citadel, with the 
Royal Standard fluttering' over her. 
Then there wn s the dramatic scone asi 
his majesty landed and set foot once 



more on Cnnodltni boH, while the great 
Sltna i>n the rampurts cracked their 
naluto ami a hundred mas-sod bands 
played "Cod Save the King." 

Those who saw ills majesty on that 



It was in welcoming his majesty at 
that timo that Sir Wilfrid Laurler re- 
fered to the late king in words which 
expressed the sentiments of tho Cana- 
dian people towards him. Sir Wilfrid 
said In part: "Wo rejoice to welcome 
your Royal Highness, the representa- 
tive of our beloved sovereign, whose 
never-failing interest in nil that per- 
tains to the welfare of this country has 
had no small share in stimulating 
those feelings of devoted attachment to- 
wards His Majesty's person and gov- 
ernment, which animates His Majesty's 
subjects from one end of the Dominion 
to tho other." 

Visit to Victoria 
Victoria saw the present king in 
October, 1901, when, as Duke of Corn- 
wall and York, accompanied by the 
Duchess, he visited this city on his 
tour of the British Empire. It was 
half-past eight on the morning of Oc- 
tober 1st that the great crowd which 
had gathered on Beacon Hill were able 
make out the white sides of the 
royal yacht, "the Empress of India, 
| which was placed at the disposal of the 
royal party by the C.P.R.— ploughing 
I tho blue waters towards this port. Be- 
jsldo her steamed her flag-draped con- 
voys, the cruisers Amphlon and Phae- 
ton", the sloop of war Condor, tho des- 
troyer Virago ,and the Canadian cruisor 
Quadra. 

On approaching the entrance to the 
harbor, the cruisers forged ahead, 
dropped anchor and dressed ship, the 
bluejackets manning the yards. As the 
great ship, with the Royal Standard 
flying at her main, drew near outer 
wharf, puffs of smoke shot from the 
men-o'-war, and the salute shook the 
old town to Its foundations. Back 
from the shore batteries at Work Point 
came the answer, while from tho water- 
front rose the cheering of a multitude 
of people. 

Their majesties landed at eleven 
o'clock, his majesty wearing his ad- 
miral's uniform, and were received by 
tho lieutenant-governor, Sir Henri 
Joly do Lotblniere, who was presented 
by Sir Wilfrid Laurler. Tho governor 
then presented tho Bishop of Columbia, 
the Roman Catholic Bishop of Van- 
couver, tho Right Rev. E. Cridge, Bis- 
hop of the Reformed Episcopal church, 
the Hon. Edgar Dewdney, the Hon. 
E. G. Prior, the Hon. W. J. Mncdonald, 
the Hon. Wiliam Templeman, Mr. Jus- 
tice Burbidge, Justices Wnlkem, Drake, 
Irving and Martin, and the members of 
tho executive council, excepting the 
prime minister, who was absent, owing 
to tho disaster at Extension tho day 
previous. 

The guard of honor, 120 men of the 
Royal Horse Artilory, on their way 
home from China, was drawn up on 
the wharf a short distance from the 
landing place, together with an escort 
of sixty-eight men of the Royal North- 
west Mounted Police. 

Following th^arrlval. their majesties 
were received by the governor and 
Mayor Hayward at tho , parliament 
buildings. Addresses were presented by 
the. mayor and by the Presbyterian Sy- 
nod and residents of tho State of 
Washington of British 'birth. In re- 
plying, he who Is now tho king said: 

"It gives us th_e utmost pleasure to 
visit this capital of your great province. 
Our only regret is that time does not 
permit us to see more of Its wonderful 
natural resources. Its picturesque scen- 
ery and to have further experiences of 
its beautiful climate. Our earnest wish 
| Is that under the Divine blessing tho 
I people of British Columbia may con- 
ltintie to advance in all that tends to 
(ennoble and brighten life." 

Brillant entertainments, bals, recep- 
tions, and general merry-making 
1 marked the visit to Victoria of their 
majesties. It was one of the historic 
J occasions in the history of this old city. 
(During that period both royal visitors 
lwon their way into tho hearts of the 
people of this Island, among citizens 
of all nationalities and the recollection 
of their gracious presence will not be 
forgotten soon. 

Tho 2nd of October came all too soon, 
farewells were said, and in tho evening 
of the second day the royal party again 
boarded the Empress of India. They 
dined on board, and retired, and in the 
early hours of the morning of October 
3rd, the great ship broke away from 
her moorings and steamed off for Van- 
couver. The' homeward voyage had be- 
gun.

The news of the demise of His Ma- 
jesty the King, was received with deep 
grief by Victorians yesterday. 

Tho accounts of ills Majesty's ill- 
ness had been somewhat discounted, 
i and though all feared his condition to 
1 be serious none dreamt that death was 



Tho first George — Georgo 
Lewis — son of Ernest Augus- 
tus, elector of Hanover, was tho 
nearest Protestant heir to tho 
crown. He was born May 28, 
1G00 and died June 11, 1727. ' 

Georgo II succeeded him. 
This George— styled George 
Augustus was born Oct. 30, 
1683 and died Oct. 25, 1760. 

Ho was succeeded by Georgo 
III (Georgo William Frederick) 
son of Frederick Lewis, Prlnco 
of Wales and grandson of 
George II. He was horn Juno 
4, 1738 and died Jan. 29, 1820. 

George IV succeeded this 
George, was George Augustus 
Frederick, eldest son of Georgo 
ill.

He 
died In 1837 and was succeeded 
by Quean Victoria, who was suc- 
ceeded by Edward VIII, And now 
comes the fifth Georgo since tho 
Conquest. 



near. When an extra edition of tho 
Colonist conveyed tho news to tho 
public, its gravity was reflected in tho 
faces of tho ptople.

It is expected that upon the receipt 
of official intimation of His Majesty's 
demiso, through His Excellency tho 
Governor-General, this morning, an 
extra of tho British Columbia Gazette 
will formally convey the direful tid- 
ings to British Columbians. The pub- 
lic offices will bo officially closed to- 
day, and the prescribed period of 
mourning 1 for tho monarch (sixty 
days') will be duly observedo. The ar- 
rangements of the provincial govern- 
ment In connection with His Majesty's 
death, and tho funeral, will be identi- 
cal with thoso on tho occasion of tho 
demiso of her late Majesty, Queen 
Victoria. Today the parliament build- 
Ins will bo draped in purple and black. 

The Victoria theatre, the Grand and 
Pantages theatres closed their doors 
out of respect to tho late King's mem- 
ory. 

The military and naval authorities 
are awaiting instructions, minute guns 
will bo fired, 101 guns, when tho 
funeral of His late Majesty is held. 
Meanwhile all engagements have been 
cancelled and mourning will be ord- 
ered. Yesterday when tho news of 
His Majesty's death was received by 
Col. Poters, O. C, 11th military dis- 
trict, at Work Point the Royal Stand- 
ard was half-masted on the garrison 
flagpole. 

Memorial Services. 

Memorial services will be. conducted . 
hi all local churches. At the time' of '„ 
going to press, while the pastors in 
every instance had decided to evince 
tiiolr respect and that of their several 
congregations for the memory of tho 
late King Edward VII, few had made 
definite arrangements. 

Tho Lord Bishop of Columbia re- 
quested that tho following statoment 
should bo made: 

"Tho official funeral service for tho 
late king will bo announced in duo 
courso and no alteration will be mada 
in the psalms or lessons on Sunday, 
being the Sunday after tho Ascension. 
"God Save tho King" will be sung at 
all the services and the Dead March in 
Saul will bo played at jtho conclusion 
of tho morning service Tho altera- 
tion in the state prayers will bo "Our 
most Gracious Sovereign lord. King 
Georgo and Our Gracious Queen Vic- 
toria, tho dowager queen Alexandra, 
Edward, Duko of Cornwall and all tho' 
royal family." 

All tho others declared that not until 
today would It bo possible to say just 
what form the services would take. 

Bishop McDonald, after referring to 
tho groat loss the Empiro had sus- 
tained, stated that tho clergy officiat- 
ing at St. Andrew's (R. C.) Catliednil 
would have occasion to make soma ap- 
propriate remarks in tho courso of 
Sunday's addresses. 

Revs. Dr. Campbell, W. Leslie Clay 
and Hormon Carson, of the First and 
St. Andrew's Presbyterian and tho First 
Congregational churches were qut of 
the city. Their representatives said 
that preparations were already in pro- 
gress for impressive memorial services. 

At tho Metropolitan Methodist church 
the ladies' of tho congregation draped 
the pulpit and altar in crapo shortly 
after tho news of the king's death was 
received. Prof. Hotherlngton, of Co- 
lumbia University, will deliver appro- 
priate sermons tomorrow morning and 
evening.

VANCi H.'VEl:, May 7. -The Pres- 
byterian Synod of British Columbia 
opened its ninth annual meeting last 
night In the .Mount E'leasant Presby- 
terian Church, with a large number 
uf ministers and elders from all parts 
of the province in attendance. The 
gathering opened with a short devo- 
tional service at which tho retiring 
moderator, Dr. H. W. Fraser, deliv- 
ered an address, and following this a 
business session was held at which 
the principal business upon the agen- 
da was the election of a moderator 
for the ensuing year. Two names 
were presented fur the honor, those 
of Rev. t*. \V. White of Peachland, 
in the Ivamloops Presbytery, and Rev. 
Dr. Ferguson nf Nelson, iii the Koot- 
cnay Presbytery. Of these Dr. Fer- 
guson was declared elected upon the 
llrst ballot, and was conducted to the 
chair amid much applause. 

The secretary of the Synod. Rev. 
Dr. Logan, reported that in all sev- 
enty-five ordained ministers were 
now doing duty in British Columbia, 
divided as follows: Self-sustaining 
charges, 3S; ministers in augmented 
charges, 19; ordained ministers in 
mission fields, 18. Besides these there, 
are at present 22 ministers' names 
upon tho appendix roll. 

At this morning's session the dork 
of the Synod, Rev. .1. Knox Wright, 
presented the report for the past year. 
During the discussion upon the' re- 
port practically the only unfavorable 
aspect which was brought to light 
was the small increase In the number 
of scholars In the Sunday schools. 
While 1,100 families had been added 
to the church during tho year, the 
Increase to the Sunday schools had 
only been tiOO — only one scholar to 
every two families. 

Rev. W. X. Rochester addressed 
the Synod on the work of tho Lord's 
Day Alliance. 

A feature of this morning's session 
was a criticism of the attitude of 
Hon. A. B. Aylesworth, minister of 
justice, on the Miller anti-race track 
lull. Rev. Dr. Shearer of Toronto 
spoke at length upon the subject, re- 
viewing the proceedings. He tried to 
get the Miller bill made a Government 
measure, but declared he had beep 
defeated by the. determined opposition 
of Mr. Aylesworth. Dr. Shearer 
went further, declaring that the min- 
ister of justice has misrepresented 
the bill. A resolution on the lines 
of tliis address was passed. 




The British Columbia Order of Hoo- 
lloos, which was to have opened its 
session here last night, adjourned af- 
ter passing the following resolution: 

"Whereas It has pleased Almighty 
God In His Divine wisdom to remove 
our beloved sovereign, King ISdward 
tho Seventh, be it resolved that this 
meeting do now stand adjourned as 
a token of love and respect to his 
memory, and further, that this meet- 
ing hereby expresses Its deep sense 
of the loss which the Empire and 
the world at large has sustained in 
bis unexpected removal from his 
sphere of usefulness and In the midst 
of a glorious career." 

To the uninitiated it may be ex- 
plained that the "I loo- Hues" arc one 
of the wealthiest and one of the 
strongest organizations of the kind In 
the world. To become eligible for 
this body one must be owner or man- 
ager uf a sawmill, head in' ii railway 
freisbt department, or owner of a 
machinery mill depot.

Third Ledge Is Located and 
Cross Cutting With Values of 
$263 to Ton in Gold and Sil- 
ver—Eight Ounces Gold Ton 



A hlg strike has been made in the 
mines of the Stewart Mlniing and 
Development Company at Stewart. 
The third ledge for which the eotn- 
pany hits been cross-cutting for some 
months has been encountered at a 
depth of 225 feet, 300 feet In, and 
assays of ore taken from It have 
given higher values than nay yet met 
with — $203 per ton in gold and sil- 
ver There .was 8 ounces of gold to 
the ton. 

This news was received yesterday 
morning by the president of the 
Stewart. Mining and Development 
Co., Ltd., and as soon as It was 
known there was much excitement 
both hen; and in Vancouver, and 
stock began to rise in Jumps, 

The news received at the office of 
the Stewart Mining and Development 
Co. from the mine yesterday was that 
the east lodge had been satisfactorily 
located. The company had been 
cross-cutting for some months for this 
ledge, and it was found at 300 feet in, 
and at a depth of 225 feet. When 
the cross-cut had reached 275 feet, 
quartz and mineral schist was en- 
countered which was thought to ho 
the ledge, but further cross-cutting 
for a distance of 25 feet resulted In 



uncovering tho real ledge. 

This ledge Is a solid body of quartz 
with tho same chamctorisclcs as met 
•with at the surface 225 feet above. 
The width of tho vein has not yet 
been determined, but the mlnerB have 
cross-cut It for six feet, and are still 
'in tho ledge. A serios of assays 
were made to see if tho values were 
maintained at dopth, and the results 
were more than satisfactory, though 
on account of not being able to get 
a true face it was impossible to take 
a thoroughly representative assay of 
the whole ledge. But one assay had 
higher gold values than any yet 
met with on tho property, namely S 
ounces of gold per ton, the total value 
of gold and silver together being 
$263 per ton. 

This ledge it will bo remembered Is 
the third of a serios of ledges this 
company has been prospecting for 
at the 200 foot level, and those in- 
terested are greatly pleased to find 
It of such strength and value at this 
depth. It is also on this ledge where 
it passes through tho O. K, Fraction 
that the higher silver values of $2000 
per ton were encountered some time 
ago, and It more than ever proves 
the permanency of tho ledges of the 
Portland Canal district. 

Dr. Mosely, president and manager 
of the Portlond Wonder, and John 
Peterson, locator of the Red Cliff 
and Bear River Canyon mines recent- 
ly returned from Portland Canal, and 
brought with them from the north 
some very rich samples of free mill- 
ing silver, 'which was recently ob- 
tained from the O. K Fra.etion. 

This ore is In the possession of Dr. 
Moseley, who gave the following ac- 
count of how it was discovered. A 
shot was Ilred in a tunnel, which was 
being driven for the sake of finding 
out If there was ore ~f any value 
in the vicinity. The shot blew out 
a largo number of fragments of na- 
tive silver, which proved to be veryi 
rich, probably running as high as 
$2,000 to the ton. 

Dr. Moseley said some rich galena 
had been struck in the Portland Won- 
der, but up to the present time it has 
not been assayed. However, it is 
expected that it will prove to be a 
very rich strike "even for a class of 
ore which Is invariably rich. This 
Is on the middle vein, which is no 
excepton, for stringers seven feet 
wide are shot all through witli ga- 
lena. Another tunnel is being driven 
through the east vein and It has 
struck a ledge about twelve feet wide 
which is nlso rich in galena, argen- 
tite, Iron and native silver, and av- 
erages about $50 to $00 to the ton. 
Other mines are also doing well and 
great progress is being mode on tho 
Stewart properties, which are looking 
In a very good condition. 

In connection with the Portland 
Canal mine, Dr. Moseley made some 
interesting comments. He stated 
that It is the best developed in the 
Portland Canal district, and the man- 
agers are installing a second con- 
centrator. An aerial tramway is al- 
ready in commission to convey the 
ore to tide water, which is a. distance 
of something like a mile There 
are, he said, 100,000 tons of ore In 
sight, and a large quantity will be 
shipped this year. How deep the ore 
bodies extend -Is not yet known, but 
the O. K. Fraction is 2,300 feet lower 
than the Portland Canal, and 1,100 
feet lower than the Stewart proper- 
ties, which shows that tho vein 
reaches at least to that depth, 

Speaking of the Red Cliff property, 
Mr. Peterson said this season will 
see a great number of new develop- 
ments. Already a large amount of 
machinery has been sent up there, 
though unfortunately the boilers had 
not reached their destination before 
the snow on the roads melted. He 
added that the company Is boring a 
long tunnel, and that everything ap- 
pears to be in first-class condition. 

A four foot ledge has been found 
In Bear River Canyon, bearing $40 
to $100 to the ton, and another ledge 
of grey silver shows 700 ounces of 
silver to the ton. The whole valley 
Is said to be very rich, and great 
things are expected of it in tho near 
future.

The plant of th,, Semct-Sol vay ovens 
j ui Wheeling, West Virginia, Is the fifth 
Installation of bye-product ovens In the 
vicinity of Pittsburg, and it is also the 
largest, having a capacity of 175 Ions 
of coke per day. 

Conncllsvllle coal is used in the man- 
ufacture of the coke, and is delivered 
tn the coalhlns over the ovens by 
means of crushed elevators and con- 
veyors of the link-belt system The 
bins hold several days supply of coal, 
and in addition a reserve storage of 
4,000 tons Is carried, In provide against 
prolonged Interruption of the dally sup- 
ply. The coal is handled Into and out 
"f this storage pile by a buckct-con- 
vcyor passing over the apex of the pile, 
and returning through a tunnel be- 
neath. From the bins over the owns 
the coal drawn into lorries which run 
over the ovens, and from which the 
ov, -us are charged by means of charg- 
illg-holes in the roof in the usual man- 
ner. The coking-time at this plant vn 
rles from 21! to ^1 hours. If the ovens 
he kept at a proper heat, the best coke 
is produced from Conncllsvllle coal in 
these ovens in rather less than 21 
hours. 

A plant for the distillation of the tar 
produced at the coke-ovens Is now un- 
der construction, and will soon bo In 
use. The stills will have a capacity of 
11,000 gallons of tar per day. Owing 
to the tonography of the country in the 
vicinity of the colcc-ovon plant, the lo- 
cation of Ihc tar-stills in relation to the 
ovens is somewhat unique. The city of 
Wheeling is built on „ long, narrow 
strip of level ground between tho Ohio 
river and a line of steep hills several 
hundred feet In height, that run ap- 
proximately parallel to the river for a 
number of miles. At the oven site, t ho 
sleel plant and ovens, together with' the 
railway and street, occupy the whole 
space between the river ami the hill 
leaving absolutely no space for the tar 
stills. In former days, however a 
tunnel had bee,, cut through the hill 
for bringing limestone lo the furnace, 
plant, which preco<led tho present one 
The tunnel had been practically, out of 
use for many years; but It wus still in
